1. Although the official response to the reference 
has not been received, the Office of Logistics has been 
informed that GSA has rejected the Agency's appeal of the 
large increase in SLUC rate for FY-81. The formal reply 
is expected shortly. As you are aware, sufficient fund- 
ing is not included in the OL FY-81 SLUC decision unit 
to cover the Increase. Due to 0MB guidance, 0L was 
originally limited to a tlx percent inflationary increase 
for FY-81. The new SLUC rate for existing Agency space 

is | 1 in addition , the Agency is scheduled to 

acquire beneficial occupancy of 85,000 square feet of 
space in July 1981. The addition al SLUC charge is estima- 
ted to be $150,000 for a total of I I This figure 

represents an increase of $2,777, 000 over the current level 
submitted in the FY-81 package. 


2. Parking fees assessed under the President’s paid- 
parking program will amount to about $250,000 in FY-80 
and, with the addition of fees charged at Headquarters 
in FY-81, reach $850,000 for that year. These estimates 
are based on a 90 percent occupancy rate for present space 
at the current GSA rates. These fees may be used to offset 
the SLUC charges.
